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Claims 1 to 16 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species One, Figures 2-3D, in the reply 
filed on 6-27-2005 is acknowledged. Applicant states that claims 1 to 16 read on the 
elected species and the Examiner agrees with the exception of claim 6 which is drawn 
to Species Two. Claim 6 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the use of legal 
phraseology such as "means" should be avoided. 

4. The title of the invention is not adequately descriptive. A new title is required that 
is more clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed by making 
reference to the resilient body which acts to preload a bearing inner race. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-4 and 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Korean Utility Model Laid Open No. 1991-018843, or Kimura (JP 4-90007), or Kumagai 
(JP 4-219612). Each reference discloses a resilient body in the form of a spring for 
applying an upward pre-load to the inner race of a lower bearing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 5, 15, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Korean Utility Model Laid Open No. 1991-018843, or Kimura (JP 4-90007), or 
Kumagai (JP 4-219612). The abstracts of the disclosures of the references do not state 
that the inner races of the lower bearings are bonded to the shafts. 

Official Notice is given that it was notoriously old and well known in the art to 
bond head drum lower bearing inner races to shafts. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to bond the inner race of each of the lower bearings of the 
references to the respective shafts. The motivation would have been: it was known to 
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do so, so as to better fix the inner races to the shafts to thereby better maintain the 
desired position of the inner races.
